THE COPYRIGHT SITUATION. 


Tue U. S. Supreme Court, through Mr. 
Justice Day, in its final decision of the 
Werckmeister cases, which we reprint else- 
where in full from the New York Law Jour- 
nal, has clarified the copyright situation by 
showing its trend in favor of a broad and 
liberal construction of the copyright laws in 
the interest of authors. Though the decision 
was made under date of December 2, 1907, it 
has not come to public attention until now. 
The question involved was the use by the 
American Lithographic Company, in a print 
for the American Tobacco Company, of the 
painting entitled “Chorus,” by Sadler, of Lon- 
don, of which Werckmeister, the proprietor 
of the Berlin Photographic Company, had 
bought the copyright. The text of the de- 
cision of Judge Holt in favor of Werck- 
meister was given in full in THe PusitsueErs’ 
WEEKLY for December 30, 1905, and record 
was made on November 17, 1906, of the ver- 
dict for $10,000 against the defendants in the 
Circuit Court, Judge Ray presiding. 

The decision, which should be read in full 
by every one interested in copyright, upholds 
the lower courts and decides all the questions 
involved in favor of Werckmeister as the as- 
sign of the author of the painting. Justice 
Day says in general that the statutes should 
be given a fair and reasonable construction 
with a view of protecting the property of the 


author, and the decision emphasizes the points 
that copyright notice is unnecessary on the 
original work and necessary only upon the 
copies; that the right in the tangible thing and 
the incorporeal right of property in the notion 
are distinct properties; that the assign is en- 
titled to the same rights as the author; and 
that exhibition, except under circumstances 
which imply dedication, is not publication of 
a work of art. The trend of this decision im- 
plies almost with certainty that in the music- 
roll case, which is now on the calendar of the 
U. S. Supreme Court for argument this month, 
the court will protect the rights of the musical 
composers as against the “mechanical music” 
exploiters of his work. 

It was probably the fear of this result that 
inspired the “music pirates” to prevail upon 
Representative Currier to modify the bill 
which he submitted to the soth Congress so 
that, as he introduced it into the 60th Con- 
gress, it specifically excepts from copyright 
protection the reproduction of music by me- 
chanical means. 

In Congress the situation has in fact de- 
veloped into a copyright controversy in which 
the music composers stand for the principles 
of copyright and the mechanical instrument 
interests oppose the application of copyright 
principles to their particular industry. There 
are now three bills before the 60th Congress. 
Senator Kittredge’s (S. 2900), Senator 
Smoot’s (S. 2499), and Representative Cur- 
rier’s (H, R. 243), all of which have been re- 
ferred to the respective Committees on Pat- 
ents. The Kittredge bill specifically extends 
copyright protection to cover “mechanical mu- 
sic,” includes the “Monroe-Smith amendment” 
agreed upon by authors and publishers as to 
extension of unexpired copyrights, fully pro- 
tects dramatic rights as in the present law, and 
with a few amendments would be entirely 
satisfactory to the friends of copyright. The 
Smoot bill specifically excludes “mechanica} 
music” from copyright protection, in compre- 
hensive terms which doubtless represent fully 
the desire of the “music pirates,’ and is in 
other respects unsatisfactory to the friends of 
copyright. The present Currier bill takes the 
same position as the Smoot bill and is in gen- 
eral the same, but its exclusion of “mechanical 


-music” from copyright protection is in less 


explicit and comprehensive terms. The issue 
is most clearly made in the opposing provisions 
in Section 1, respectively, of the Kittredge and 
Smoot bills. The Kittredge bill will doubtless 
be opposed with all the strength of the com- 
bined interests of the “music pirates” who may 
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be able to defeat the bill in the House or Sen- 
ate, and the Smoot bill will be as vigorously op- 
posed by the musical composers, the Authors’ 
League and all the friends of copyright, who 
can doubtless defeat that bill in Senate or 
House or by appeal to the Executive. The 
authors ‘of all classes oppose the music excep- 
tion because it denies the “exclusive right” 
which the Constitution empowers Congress to 
grant—and it is possible that a bill which 
granted only partial rights might be declared 
unconstitutional by the federal courts. Pub- 
lishers of books naturally join with literary 
writers in the fear that a next step might be 
the denial of the right of a copyright proprie- 
tor to prevent reproduction of a copyrighted 
poem or novel by phonographic methods, as 
language courses are already reproduced. 

There are two possible plans of compromise. 
One of these is to cbtain a general agreement 
on other points than the music provision and 
arrange that majority and minority reports 
shall bring the alternative provisions of the 
Kittredge and Smoot bills before both houses 
of Congress for decision there. The other is 
the adoption of the Kittredge bill, with some 
amendment, and the inclusion with it of the 
neutral provision of the Currier bill of last 
year regarding “mechanical music,” with an 
understanding that after the Supreme Court 
has rendered its decision on the existing law, 
the interest worsted in that decision may ar- 
range for the introduction of a specific amend- 
atory bill which can be fought out on the 
floors of Congress. One of these two courses 
of compromise will probably be necessary, if 
the important work of the copyright confer- 
ences and the careful and patient shaping of 
the measure by the Committees on Patents 
are not to be absolutely wasted. 

The second and secondary question of dif- 
ference relates to the manufacturing clause 
which, contrary to a tacit understanding be- 
tween authors and printers, has been much 
“tinkered” by trade interests during the pro- 
gress of the measure through committees. The 
authors, despite their fundamental objections 
to the manufacturing clause, were content to 
leave that as it stood in the existing law, and 
there was a tacit understanding with the rep- 
resentative of the typographical unions to that 
effect. This controversy, however, is of much 
less present importance in respect to the fun- 
damental principles of copyright than the con- 
test over the musical provisions, and it is not 
impossible that a working understanding may 
again be reached between authors and printers 
as to the manufacturing clause, on which 





book publishers have really taken a more neu- 
tral position than the authors. 

The dramatists will oppose any bill which 
does not continue the existing protection of 
their rights against infringement by “fly-by- 
night” companies, which can only be reached 
by a comprehensive injunction and by pun- 
ishment of infringement as a misdemeanor. 
This provision is included in the Kittredge 
bill, and the dramatists therefore support that 
measure as against either the Smoot or Cur- 
rier bills. 

It proves on further examination of the 
pending bills that the omission of the words 
“new matter contained in new editions” is not 
significant, as this is fully covered in a later 
section, safeguarding new matter, but provid- 
ing that no such subsidiary copyright shall 
operate to extend copyright on the original 
work—which is fully just from every point of 
view. The provision that a copyright taken 
out by a corporate body shall be for the spe- 
cific period of forty-eight years was, of course, 
intended to apply only to works which repre- 
sent corporate work or the proceedings of 
corporate bodies, and a necessary amendment, 
making this read “except as the assign of the 
individual author or authors,” will probably 
meet this difficulty without objection. 

It is to be hoped that a compromise bil! will 
be reached which will prevent waste of so 
much good work and will place on the statute 
book a fairly satisfactory copyright code. 
Representative Currier in his report to the 
50th Congress specifically urged that in view 
of the pending case in the Supreme Court, 
Section 1 of the bill should be left neutral, on 
the lines of the existing law. This, as above 
stated, was the basis of the Currier bill of 
last year, and possibly it is this method which 
can be adopted to prevent total wreck of the 
copyright measure.

PUBLISHING AND BOOKSELLING IN 
ENGLAND IN 1907. 


AccorDING to a‘ cable to the New York 
Herald the English publishers and booksellers 
are agreed that the turnover for the fall and 
holidays about averaged the season for 1906 
and that the business of the whole year also 
averaged that of the previous year. 

The London Publisher’s Circular estimates 
the output of books during 1907 at 9014, of 
which 7701 were new books. The record for 
1906 showed a total of 8603, of which 6085 
were new books. It is reported that fewer 
new works of fiction were issued last year 
than in 1906, the total of 2108 in 1906 falling 
to 1862 in 1907. Theology went up and his- 
tory and biography leaped from 541 to 713, 
or, including new editions, from 641 to 873. 
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PROTECTION OF COPYRIGHT PROP- 
ERTY AND “PUBLICATION” OF 
ART WORKS. 


U. S. SUPREME COURT DECISION IN THE 
WERCKMEISTER CASES. 


Tue following is a full report of the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in the Werck- 
meister suits against the American Litho- 
graphic Co., et al.: 

This is a writ of error to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Second Circuit seek- 
ing reversal of a judgment affirming the judg- 
ment of the United States Circuit Court for 
the Southern District of New York in favor 
of the defendant in error, adjudging him to 
be entitled to the possession of 1119 sheets, 
each containing a copy of a certain picture 
called “Chorus,” the same representing a 
company of gentlemen with filled glasses, 
singing in chorus. The painting was the work 
of an English artist, W. Dendy Sadler. The 
defendant in error claimed to be the owner of 
a copyright taken out under the law of the 


‘United States. 


The judgment was rendered under author- 
ity of section 4065, as amended March 2, 1905 
(U. S. Comp. Stat., v. 3, p. 3414). 

In January, 1804, by agreement between 
the artist and Werckmeister, the defendant in 
error, it was agreed that the painting should 
be finished by March 1 and then sent to 
Werckmeister to be photographed and re- 
turned to Sadler in time to exhibit at the 
Royal Academy in 1894. The painting was 
sent to Werckmeister at Berlin, where it was 
received on March 8, 1894, and was returned 
to Sadler in London on March 22, 1894. On 
April 2, 1894, the artist Sadler executed and 
delivered the following instrument: 

“T hereby transfer the copyright in my picture 
‘Chorus’ to the Photographische Gesellschaft, Berlin 
(The Berlin Photographic Senay? for the sum of 
£200. London, April 2, 1894. 

(Signed) W. Denpy Saver.” 

Werckmeister was a citizen of the German 
Empire, doing business in Berlin, Germany, 
under the trade name of “Photographische 
Gesellschaft,” and did business in New York 
City under the name of the “Berlin Photo- 
graphic Company.” 

The Photographische Gesellschaft of Ber- 
lin, by letter dated March 31, 1894, received on 
April 16, 1804, deposited the title and descrip- 
tion of the painting and a photograph of the 
same in the office of the Librarian of Con- 
gress, the intention being to obtain a copy- 
right under the act of Congress (U. S. Comp. 
Stat., v. 3, p. 3407). After the painting was 
returned to London it was exhibited by Sad- 
ler at the exhibition of the Royal Academy at 
London, and was there on exhibition for 
about three months, the exhibition opening 
the first Monday of May and closing the first 
Monday of August, 1894. The exhibition was 
opened to the public on weekdays from 8 A.m. 
to 7 P.M, upon the payment of the admission 
fee of one shilling, and during the last week 
was open evenings, the entrance charge being 
sixpence. There was a private view for the 
press on May 2, and on May 3 up to 1 o'clock, 
and the remainder of the day was for the 
royal private view. There was also a gen- 
eral private view on May 4. The members 








and the associate members of the Royal Acad- 
emy and the artists exhibiting at the exhibi- 
tion and their families were entitled at all 
times to free admission, and they as well as 
the public visited the exhibition in large num- 
bers. 

During the time that the painting was 
shown at the exhibition it was not inscribed 
as a copyright, nor were any words thereon 
indicating a copyright, nor on the substance 
on which it was mounted, nor on the frame, 
as required by the Copyright Act (U. S. 
Comp, Stat., v. 3, p. 3411), if the original 
painting is within the requirements of the law 
in this respect. 

The painting while on exhibition was for 
sale at the Royal Academy, but with the copy- 
right reserved, which reservation was entered 
in the gallery sale book. The by-laws of the 
Royal Academy provided “that no permission 
to copy works on exhibition shall on any ac- 
count be granted.” The reasons for the by- 
law, as it appears upon the minutes of the 
academy, are as follows: 

“That so much property in copyright being 
entrusted to the guardianship of the Royal 
Academy, the council feel themselves com- 
pelled to disallow in future all copying within 
their walls from pictures sent for exhibition.” 

The photogravures of the painting were 
placed on sale'in June, 1894, or in the autumn 
of 1894; those photogravures were inscribed 
with the notice of copyright. 

Mr. Sadler, the artist, afterwards, in Octo- 
ber, 1899, sold the painting to a Mr. Cotterel, 
residing in London, England, since which 
time, so far as has been shown, it has been 
hanging in the dining room of the house of 
that gentleman. 

On June 20, 1902, Werckmeister commenced 
an action, by the service of a summons, 
against the American Tobacco Company, 
plaintiff in error, and on the same day a writ 
of replevin was issued out of the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the Southern 
District of New York, directed to the mar- 
shal of the same district, requiring him to re- 
plevin the chattels described in an annexed 
affidavit. Under the writ the marshal seized 
upon the premises of the American Tobacco 
Company 203 pictures. On July 23, 1902, 
Werckmeister caused another writ of re- 
plevin to issue out of the same court, directed 
to the marshal of the Western District of 
New York, under which writ the marshal 
seized 996 pictures. 

An amendment to the complaint set forth 
the seizure of the pictures. The copies seized 
were adjudged to be forfeited to the plaintiff 
Werckmeister and to be of the value of $1010. 

The judgment rendered in ‘the Circult Court 
was taken upon error to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals and there affirmed 
(146 Fed., 375). The present writ of error 
is prosecuted to reverse the judgment of the 
Court of Appeals. 


Mr, Justice Day delivered the opinion of 
the court. 

This case involves important questions un- 
der the copyright laws of the United States, 
upon which there has been diversity of view 
in the Federal courts. 
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Before taking up the errors assigned it may 
aid in the elucidation of the questions in- 
volved to briefly consider the nature of the 
property in copyright which it is the object 
of the statutes of the United States to secure 
and protect. A copyright, as the term im- 
ports, involves the right of publication and 
reproduction of works of art or literature. A 
copyright, as defined by Bouvier’s Law Dic- 
tionary Rawles’ edition, volume I, page 436, 
is: “The exclusive privilege, secured accord- 
ing to certain legal forms, of printing, or 
otherwise multiplying, publishing and vend- 
ing copies of certain literary or artistic pro- 
ductions.” And further, says the same au- 
thor, “the foundation of all rights of this de- 
scription is the natural dominion which every 
one has over his own ideas, the enjoyment of 
which, although they are embodied in visible 
forms or characters, he may, if he chooses, 
confine to himself or impart to others.” That 
is, the law recognizes the artistic or literary 
productions of intellect or genius, not only to 
the extent which is involved in dominion over 
and ownership of the thing created, but also 
the intangible estate in such property which 
arises from the privilege of publishing and 
selling to others copies of the thing produced. 

There was much contention in England as 
to whether the common law recognized this 
property in copyright before the statute of 
Anne; the controversy resulting in the de- 
cision in the I1ouse of Lords in the case of 
Donelson v. Beckett (4 Burr, 2408), the re- 
sult of the decision being that a majority of 
the judges, while in favor of the common 
law right, held the same had been taken away 
by the statute (see Wheaton v. Peters, 8 Pet., 
591-656; Holmes v. Hurst, 174 U. S., 82). 

In this country it is well settled that prop- 
erty in copyright is the creation of the Fed- 
eral statute passed in the exercise of the 
power vested in Congress by the Federal Con- 
stitution in Article 1, section 8, “to promote 
the progress of science and useful arts by se- 
curing for limited times to authors and in- 
ventors the exclusive right to their respective 
writings and discoveries” (see 8 Pet, 501, 
supra; Banks v. Manchester, 128 U. S., 244, 
252; Thompson v. Hubbard, 131 U. S., 123, 
I51). ; 

Under this grant of authority a series of 
statutes have been passed, having for their 
object the protection of the property which 
the author has in the right to publish his pro- 
duction, the purpose of the statute being to 
protect this right in such manner that the 


author may have the benefit of this property | 


for a limited term of years. These statutes 
should be given a fair and reasonable con- 
struction with a view to effecting such pur- 
pose. 

The first question presented in oral argu- 
ment and upon the briefs involves the con- 
struction of section 4962 as amended (U. S. 
Comp. Stat., 1901, p. 3411),which is as follows: 

“That no person shall maintain an action 
for the infringement of his copyright unless 
he shall give notice thereof by inserting in 
the several copies of every edition published, 
on the title-page or the page immediately 
following, if it be a book; or if a map, chart, 
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musical composition, print, cut, engraving, 
photograph, painting, drawing, chromo, statue, 
statuary, or model or design intended to be 
perfected and completed as a work of the 
fine arts, by inscribing upon some visible por- 
tion thereof, or of the substance on which the 
same shall be mounted, the following words, 
viz.: ‘Entered according to act of Congress, 
in the year —-—, by A. B. in the office of the 
Librarian of Congress, at Washington;’ or, 
at his option, the word ‘copyright,’ together 
with the year the copyright was entered and 
the name of the party by whom it was taken 
out, thus ‘Copyright 18—, by A, B.’” 

It is the contention of the plaintiff in error 
that the original painting was not inscribed as 
required by the act, and therefore no action 
can be maintained, and it is insisted that the 
inscription upon the photogravures offered for 
sale is not sufficient. 

It must be admitted that the language of 
the statute is not so clear as it might be, nor 
have the decisions of the courts been uniform 
upon the subject. In Werckmeister v. Purse 
& Bushnell Mfg. Co. (63 Fed., 445) Judge 
Putnam held that the failure to inscribe the 
copyright notice upon the original painting 
did not affect the copyright. That judgment 
was reversed by the Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the First Circuit by a divided court (72 
Fed., 54). 

In the case of Werckmeister v. Am. Lith- 
ographic Co., (142 Fed., 827) Judge Holt 
reached the same conclusion as Judge Put- 
nam, and in the case at bar the Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the Second Circuit approved 
of the reasoning of Judges Putnam and Holt 
and disagreed with the majority of the judges 
of the Circuit Court of Appeals for the First 
Circuit. 

Looking to the statute, it is apparent that 
if read literally the words “inscribed on some 
visible portion thereof,” etc., apply to the 
antecedent terms “maps, charts, musical com- 
position, print, cut, engraving, photograph, 
painting,” etc., and the words of the first part 
of the sentence requiring notice to be inserted 
in the several copies of every edition pub- 
lished apply literally to the title-page or the 
page immediately following, if it be a book. 

But in construing a statute we are not al- 
ways confined to a literal reading, and may 
consider its object and purpose, the things 
with which it is dealing, and the condition of 
affairs which led to its enactment so as to 
effectuate rather than destroy the spirit and 
force of the law which the Legislature in- 
tended to enact. 

It is true, and the plaintiff in error cites 
authorities to the proposition, that where the 
words of an act are clear and unambiguous 
they will control. But while seeking to gain 
the legislative intent primarily from the lan- 
guage used we must remember the objects 
and purposes sought to be attained. 

We think it was the object of the statute 
to require this inscription not upon the orig- 

inal painting, map, photograph, drawing, etc., 
but upon those published copies, concerning 
which it is designed to convey information to 
the public which shall limit the use and cir- 
cumscribe the rights of the purchaser, 
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As we have seen, the purpose of the copy- 
right law is not so much the protection of the 
possession and control of the visible thing as 
to secure a monopoly having a limited time of 
the right to publish the production which is 
the result of the inventor's thought. 

We have been cited to no case, nor can we 
find any direct authority in this court upon 
the question. But the opinion of Mr. Justice 
— in Lithographic Co. v. Sarony (111 U. 

, 53) is pertinent. The court there consid- 
= whether Congress had the constitutional 
right to protect photographs and negatives by 
copyright, and the second assignment of error 
relates to the sufficiency of the words “Copy- 
righted, 1902, by N. Sarony,” when the copy- 
right was the property of Napoleon Sarony. 
In treating this question the learned judge 
used this very suggestive language (111 U. 
S., Pp. 55): 

“With regard to this latter question, it is 
enough to say that the object of the statute is 
to give notice of the copyright to the public 
by placing upon each copy, in some visible 
shape, the name of the author, the existence 
of the claim of exclusive right and the date 
at which this right was obtained.” 

If the contention of the plaintiff in error be 
sustained the statute is satisfied only when 
the original map, chart, etc., or painting, are 
inscribed with the notice, and this is requisite 
whether the original painting is ever published 
or not. We think this construction ignores 
the purpose and object of the act, which Mr. 
Justice Miller has said in the language just 
quoted is to give notice of the copyright to 
the public—that is, to the persons who buy or 
déal with the published thing. 

It is insisted that there is reason for the 
distinction in the statute between books and 
maps, charts, paintings, etc., in that a book 
can only be published in print and becomes 
known by reading, while paintings, drawings, 
etc., are published by inspection and observa- 
tion. 

It may be true that paintings are published 
in this way, but they are often sold to private 
individuals and go into private collections, 
while copies, photographs or photogravures 
may have a wide and extended sale. 

It weuld seem clear that the real object of 
the statute is not to give notice to the artist 
or proprietor of the painting or the person to 
whose collection it may go, who need no in- 
formation, but to notify the public who pur- 
chase the circulated copies of the existing 
copyright in order that their ownership may 
be restricted. 

There does not seem to be any purpose in 
requiring that an original map, chart or paint- 
ing shall be thus inscribed, while there is' 
every reason for requiring the copies of edi- 
tions published to bear upon their face the 
notice of the limited property which a pur- 
chaser may acquire therein. 

This construction of the statute, which re- 
quires the inscription upon the published cop- 
ies, is much strengthened by the review of 
the history of copyright legislation which is 
contained in Judge Putnam’s opinion in 
Werckmeister v. Pierce & Bushnell Co. (63 
Fed., 445); that legislation before the statute 
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of 1874, in which paintings were for the first 
time introduced, shows the uniform require- 
ment of notice upon copies. The apparent in- 
congruities in the statute in the light of its 
history have grown up from enlarging the 
scope of the law from time to time by the 
introduction of new subjects of copyright and 
engrafting them on the previous statutes. The 
same argument which requires original paint- 
ings to be inscribed would apply to all other 
articles in the same class in the present law, 
as maps, charts, etc., which were formerly 
classed with books, so far as requiring notice 
upon copies is concerned. 

Such original maps and charts, etc., may 
and usually do remain in the possession of 
the original makers, and there is no necessity 
of any notice upon them, but the copyright 
is invalid, as the plaintiff in error insists, un- 
less the original is itself inscribed with the 
notice of copyright. 

For the learned counsel for plaintiff in er- 
ror says: “If the painting or like article is 
ripe for copyright, it is ripe for the inscription 
of the notice. The statute requires the insert- 
ing of notice in published things only in re- 
spect to published editions of books. The 
term ‘published’ is not used in connection 
with paintings, statues and the like.” And it 
is urged there can be no such thing as an 
“edition” of a painting, and copies of pub- 
lished editions are the only copies mentioned 
in the statute. But this phrase survives from 
former statutes, which dealt only with books, 
maps, charts, etc. When paintings and other 
things not capable of publication in “editions” 
were introduced into the statute, the language 
was not changed so as to be technically ac- 
curate in reference to the new subjects of 
copyright. 

But the sense and purpose of the law was 
not changed by this lack of verbal accuracy, 
and we think while the construction con- 
tended for may adhere with literal accuracy 
and gramatical exactness to the language used, 
it does violence to the intent of Congress in 
passing the law, and that the requirement of 
“inscription upon some visible portion there- 
of’ should be read in connection with the 
first part of the sentence, which requires no- 
tice to be inserted in the several copies of 
every edition published, on the title-page if 
it be a book, upon some visible portion of the 
copy if it be a map, chart, painting, etc. 

As we have said in the beginning, the stat- 
ute is not clear. But read in the light of the 
purpose intended to be effected by the legis- 
lation, we think its ambiguities are best 
solved by the constructions here given, and 
that the Circuit Court of Appeals made no 
errors in this respect. 

Again, it is contended that under the facts 
stated Werckmeister was but the licensee of 
Sadler, and as such not within the terms of 
the statute (sec. 4952 as amended 1891, U. S. 
ae Stat., v. 3, p. 3406), which is as fol- 
Ows: 

“The author, inventor, designer or proprie- 
tor of any book, map, chart, dramatic or mu- 
sical composition, engraving, cut, print or 
photograph or negative thereof, or of a paint- 
ing, drawing, chromo, statue, statuary, and 
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of models or designs intended to be perfected 
as works of the fine arts, and the executors, 
administrators or assigns of any such person 
shall, upon complying with the provisions of 
this chapter, have the sole liberty of printing, 
reprinting, publishing, completing, copying, 
executing, finishing and vending the same, 
and, in the case of dramatic composition, of 
public performing or representing it or caus- 
ing it to be performed or represented by 
others, and authors or their assigns shall 
have the exclusive right to dramatize and 
translate any of their works for which copy- 
right shall have been obtained under the laws 
of the United States.” 

But we think the transfer in this case ac- 
complished what it was evidently intended to 
do, a complete transfer of the property right 
of copyright existing in the picture. There 
is no evidence of any intention on the part of 
Sadler to retain any interest in this copyright 
after the sale to Werckmeister, and when the 
painting was offered for sale at the Royal 
Academy it was with a reservation of copy- 
right. 

It would be giving an entirely too narrow 
construction to this instrument to construe it 
to be a mere license or personal privilege, 
leaving all other rights in the assignor. That 
it was the purpose of the parties to make a 
complete transfer is shown by the instrument 
executed when read in the light of the at- 
tendant circumstances. 

In this connection it is argued that under 

the statute above quoted (sec. 4952 as 
amended March 3, 1901) an author cannot, 
before publication, assign the right or priv- 
ilege of taking a copyright independent of 
the transfer of the copyrightable thing itself, 
and it is contended that the terms author, in- 
ventor, designer, refer to the originator of 
the book, map, chart, painting, etc., and that 
the term “proprietor” refers to the person 
who has a copyrightable thing made for him 
under such circumstances as to become the 
proprietor, as, for instance, one who causes a 
digest to be compiled or a picture to be 
painted. 
_ But we think this statute must be construed 
in view of the character of the property in- 
tended to be protected. That it was intended 
to give the right of copyright to others than 
the author, inventor or designer is conclu- 
sively shown in the use of the terms “pro- 
prietor” and “assigns” in the statute. 

It seems clear that the word “assigns” in 
this section is not used as descriptive of the 
character of the estate which the “author, in- 
ventor, designer or proprietor” may acquire 
under the statute, for the “assigns” of any 
‘such person, as well as the persons them- 
selves, may, “upon complying with the pro- 
visions of this chapter,” have the sole liberty 
of printing, publishing and vending the same. 
This would seem to demonstrate the inten- 
tion of Congress to vest in “assigns,” before 
copyright, the same privilege of subsequently 
acquiring complete statutory copyright as the 
Original author, inventor, designer or pro- 
Prietor has. Nor do we think this result is 
qualified because the statutes gives to assigns, 
together with the right of publishing, vending, 


etc., the right of “completing, executing and 
finishing” the subject matter of copyright. 

And a strong consideration in construing 
this statute has reference to the character of 
the property sought to be protected.. It is not 
the physical thing created, but the right of 
printing, publishing. copying, etc., which is 
within the statutory protection. While not in 
all respects analogous, this proposition finds 
illustration in Stephens v. Cady (14 How., 
528), in which it was held, where the copy- 
right or map had been taken out under the 
act of Congress, a sale upon execution of the 
copperplate engraving from which it was 
made did not pass the right to print and sell 
copies of the map. Mr. Justice Nelson, deliv- 
ering the opinion of the court, said: 

“But from the consideration we have given 
to the case, we are satisfied that the property 
acquired by the sale in the engraved plate, 
and the copyright of the map secured to the 
author under the act of Congress, are alto- 
gether different and independent of each 
other, and have no necessary connection. The 
copyright is an exclusive right to the multi- 
plication of the copies, for the benefit of the 
author or his assigns, disconnected from the 
plate, or any other physical existence. It is 
an incorporeal right to print and publish the 
map, or, as said’ by Lord Mansfield in Millar 
v. Taylor (4 Burr, 2396), ‘a property in no- 
tion, and has no corporeal tangible sub- 
stance.’ ” 

And the same doctrine was thus stated by 
Mr. Justice Curtis in Stevens v. Gladding 
(17 How., 447) : 

“And upon this question of the annexation 
of the copyright to the plate it is to be ob- 
served, first, that there is no necessary con- 
nection between them. They are distinct sub- 
jects of property, each capable of existing and 
being owned and transferred independent of 
the other.” 

_While it is true that the property in copy- 
right in this country is the creation of statute, 
the nature and character of the property grows 
out of the recognition of the separate owner- 
ship of the right of copying from that which 
inheres in the mere physical control of the 
thing itself, and the statute must be read in 
the light of the intention of Congress to pro- 
tect this intangible right as a reward of the 
inventive genius that has produced the work. 
We think every consideration of the nature 
of the property and the things to be accom- 
plished supports the conclusion that this stat- 
ute means to give to the assigns of the orig- 
inal owner of the right to copyright an article 
the right to take out the copyright secured by 
the statute, independently of the ownership 
of the article itself. 

It is further contended that the exhibition 
in the Royal Gallery was such a publication 
of the painting as prevents the defendant in 
error from having the benefit of the copyright 
act. This question has been dealt with in a 
number of cases, and the result of the author- 
ities establishes, we think, that it is only in 
cases where what is known as a general pub- 
lication is shown, as distinguished from a 
limited publication under conditions which 
exclude the presumption that it was intended 
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to be dedicated to the public, that the owner 
of the right of copyright is deprived of the 
benefit of the statutory provision. ee. 

Considering this feature of the case, it 1s 
well to remember that the property of the 
author or painter in his intellectual creation 
is absolute until he voluntarily parts with the 
same. One or many persons may be per- 
mitted to an examination under circumstances 
which show no intention to part with the 
property right, and it will remain unim- 
paired. 

The subject was considered and the cases 
reviewed in the analogous case of Werck- 
meister v. The Am. Lithographic Co. (134 
Fed., 321), in a full and comprehensive opin- 
ion by the late Circuit Judge Townsend, which 
leaves little to be added to the discussion. 

The rule is thus stated in Slater on the Law 
of Copyright and Trade-mark (p. 92): 

“Tt is a fundamental rule that to constitute 
publication there must be such a dissemina- 
tion of the work of art itself among the pub- 
lic as to justify the belief that it took place 
with the intention of rendering such work 
common property.” 

And that author instances as one of the oc- 
casions that does not amount to a general 
publication the exhibition of a work of art at 
a public exhibition where there are by-laws 
against copies or where it is tacitly under- 
stood that no ccepying shall take place, and the 
public are admitted to view the painting on 
the implied understanding that no improper 
advantage will be taken of the privilege. 

We think this doctrine is sound and the 
result of the best considered cases. In this 
case it appears that paintings are expressly 
entered at the gallery with copyrights re- 
served. There is no permission to copy; on 
the other hand, officers are present who rig- 
idly enforce the requirements of the society 
that no copying shall take place. 

Starting with the presumption that it is 
the author’s right to withhold his property, 
or only to yield to a qualified and special in- 
spection which shall not permit the public to 
acquire rights in it, we think the circumstances 
of this exhibition conclusively show that it 
was the purpose of the owner, entirely con- 
sistent with the acts done, not to permit such 
an inspection of his picture as would throw 
its use open to the public. We do not mean 
to say that the public exhibition of a painting 
or statue where all might see and freely 
copy it might not amount to publication 
within the statute, regardless of the artist’s 
purpose or notice of reservation of rights 
which he takes no measure to protect. But 
such is not the present case, where the great- 
est care was taken to prevent copying. 

It is next objected that the form of action 
in this case was the ordinary action for re- 
plevin under the New York Code, and as the 
plaintiff did not have the right of property or 
possession before the beginning of this action, 
no such acticn would lie. Whether this ac- 
tion was the one in the nature of replevin for 
the seizures of the plates and copies indicated 
in the case of Bolles v. Outing Co. (175 U. 
S., 266) we do not find it necessary to deter- 
mine. After verdict, and upon motion for a 





new trial, plaintiff in error, defendant below, 
moved to set aside the verdict “on the ground 
that replevin under the statutes of the State of 
New York is not an appropriate remedy or a 
lawful and legal remedy for taking possession 
of the alleged incriminating sheets or pic- 
tures, and that the proceedings taken in that 
behalf by the plaintiff were illegal and in- 
valid, and that the plaintiff cannot avail of 
any benefit of that proceeding, and the intro- 
duction in evidence of the replevin proceed- 
ings was an error.” The motion was denied 
and exception duly taken. 

The learned counsel for the plaintiff in error 
admits that this question was not formally 
raised until the defendant’s motion for a 1ew 
trial, but maintains that the same question was 
raised by the objection to admission in evi- 
dence of the replevin proceedings by the mar- 
shal for the Western and Southern Districts 
of New York, respectively. 

Examining this record, it is perfectly appa- 
rent that no objection was made to the form 
of the action until it was embodied after ver- 
dict in the motion for a new trial. Upon the 
admission of the writ of replevin, addressed 
to the marshal of the Western District of 
New York, and affidavit, the objection stated 
was “on the ground that the process of re- 
plevin that was executed by the marshal in 
Buffalo was an invasion of defendant’s con- 
stitutional right, was an unwarrantable search, 
an illegal act, and nothing done under it, or 
information obtained by virtue of it, can be 
used in evidence against defendant under the 
Fourth and Fifth Amendments of the United 
States Constitution.” 

The same objection was made when the 
writs of replevin, affidavit and return were 
offered in evidence concerning the Southern 
District of New York, and it was said: “De- 
fendant’s counsel objects on the same grounds 
as stated to the introduction of the stipula- 
tion, namely, that the papers constitute an il- 
legal proceeding, an invasion of the defend- 
ant’s constitutional right, as provided by the 
Fourth and Fifth Amendments, and plaintiff 
cannot avail of them as evidence in this case, 
on account of their illegality.” 

The argument which followed, could it be 
assumed to broaden the objection, was far 
from complaining of the form of action as 
such, but rested upon the Constitution and the 
character of the seizure of the goods of which 
it was maintained the plaintiff was not entitled 
to possession until after a judgment of for- 
feiture. 

The record shows that the objection to the 
form of the remedy was first taken in any 
adequate way upon the motion for a new trial 
when it was too late. 

In conclusion, it was suggested rather than 
argued thit the constitutional rights of the 
plaintiff in error were violated by the seizure 
of the goods, and reference was made to the 
Fourth and Fifth Amendments. We think 
we need only refer in this connection to 
Adams v. New York (192 U. S., 585-597) and 
Hale v. Henkel (201 U. S., 43). 

Finding no error in the judgment of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals, the same is af- 
firmed. 
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STATIONERS BOARD OF TRADE AN- 
NUAL MEETING. 


Tue annual meeting of the Stationers 
Board of Trade, held on January 7 at the 
rooms of the Board, at 97 Nassau Street, New 
York, was called to order at 3:30 P.M. by the 
president, Henry C. Bainbridge. Owing to a 
severe storm the meeting was largely at- 
tended by proxy, forty-seven members being 
represented. The minutes of the annual meet- 
ing for 1906 having been read and approved 
the president read his address, as follows: 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


You are assembled to-day to hear the thirty- 
third annual report of your president on the 
work done by the organization in your behalf, 
I am pleased to be able to say that we have 
balanced the books, with a net profit on the 
year’s business of $258.87. This shows the 
care and close attention given by your 
board of trustees to the affairs of your organ- 
ization—labor which they perform cheerfully 
and willingly to promote the best interests of 
all. 

The board has no debts beyond current 
bills; our reserve fund is intact and we have 
accumulated a comfortable surplus. 

Our membership has increased by two over 
last year, and the year just closed shows an 
increase in both volume of business and in- 
come. 

The treasurer’s report for the year ending 
November 30, 1007, shows a balance of 
$4915.68, an increase of $258.87 in our surplus 
over last year, which is a good showing, tak- 
ing into consideration that we had a deficit 
the previous year of $865.52. 

The Information Department shows that it 
has been used more extensively by members 
than last year, we having furnished over 800 
more reports to members, and made about 800 
more inquiries for information of members 
this year, and have furnished various mem- 
bers about 340 excess reports of the limit of 
200 per year more than we did last year. 

The executive committee’s report shows 
that the Collection Department has rendered 
most excellent service. Though we did not 
receive quite as many claims for collection as 
we did last year, the aggregate amount is 
largely in excess of the previous year. The 
collections made through the office aggregate 
in amount about $7000 over the previous year, 
and the aggregate amount paid direct to mem- 
bers about $13,000—the result of notice from 
the office and through its attorneys. 

There has been received during the year 

502 drafts for collection, being an increase of 
218 over previous year, 95 of which have been 
collected, amounting to $7274.48, thus leaving 
unpaid 497 drafts which were turned over to 
our attorneys for collection. 
_ This department should be better patron- 
ized, and I think that if those of our members 
who have not used it will give it a trial they 
will appreciate it. 

y comparison with figures the Bankruptcy 
Department shows an increase of about 24 
cases, representing over 500 more claims than 
last year and aggregating in amount over $73,- 
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000. We have paid to creditors through this 
department nearly $10,000 more than in the 
previous year. 

We find that this department is not used as 
generally as it should be. When members 
are interested, if all would send in their claims, 
it would assist us greatly in controlling mat- 
ters, and in electing proper trustees in the in- 
terest of creditors, so that all possible could 
be realized for their benefit and at a less ex- 
pense than when claims are placed with dif- 
ferent attorneys or collection agencies. 

Through the Collection and Bankruptcy De- 
partments there has been disbursed $08,761.73, 
and there was also paid direct to members 
$58,751.29, making a total paid of $157,513.02. 
The total collected for members during the 
year 1906 was $127,119.70, which shows that 
$30,393.32 more has been collected this year. 

During the year death has removed from 
our ranks John A. Walker, vice-president and 
treasurer of the Joseph Dixon Crucible Co.; 
Miles Vernon, of S, E. & M. Vernon; Charles 
F. Zentgraf, president and treasurer of Louis 
De Jonge & Co., and Edwin W. Davids, sec- 
retary of Thaddeus Davids Co. Mr. Walker 
and Mr, Vernon served on the board of trus- 
tees for several years. 

The books and accounts have been ex- 
amined by our accountants, Deloitte, Plender, 
Griffiths & Co., and have been found correct. 

The third annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Stationers and Manu- 
facturers was held in St. Paul in July last. 
This board was represented by twenty-one 
delegates, headed by Eberhard Faber, who 
represented your president, who was unable 
to go in person. 

The fourth convention of the National As- 
sociation of Stationers will be held in Boston, 
in July next, and Boston will do everything 
necessary to make it a success. 

A few months ago, at the request of Theo- 
dore C. Gerry, president of the New York 
Stationers’ Association, I appointed a com- 
mittee of six, of which Edward E. Huber was 
chairman, to mect a like committee from the 
New York Stationers’ Association for the 
purpose of making an agreement with manu- 
facturers and jobbers not to sell goods direct 
to consumers. They performed an enormous 
amount of work, as their report published in 
the trade papers shows. Let us hope the re- 
sults will justify the work done and unite the 
bonds of friendship and goodfellowship be- 
tween all branches of our trade, still more 
firmly. 

Several meetings have been held in these 
rooms recently to discuss the question of 
“enclosures,” and to ascertain if some plan 
could not be devised by which this trade evil 
could be controlled, and the packers in some 
way be remunerated for the labor performed, 
if not for the service rendered. It was found 
that the existing conditions in the various 
branches of our trade prevented uniform ac- 
tion on the question, and it was deemed ad- 
visable at this time to drift along, and indi- 
vidually make the best arrangements possible 
with customers. 

Your dinner committee have arranged to 
hold the annual dinner at the Waldorf- 
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Astoria, on Wednesday evening, March 18, 
1908. The dinner committee has been re- 
cruited from among the young men, and they 
promise to do everything possible to make our 
next dinner the best in our history. Your 
president is acting with them e-officio, and 
hopes to be able to keep up with them. 

Regarding the board of trustees and the 
office force, I can say no more or no less than 
I have said in previous years. There has been 
during the year a perfect union of interests 
and objects, and I heartily thank them all for 
many courtesies, and for their loyalty to the 
Stationers’ Board of Trade.

During the past year we sent to members 
for information 6423 inquiries. The previous 
year 5607 inquiries were sent. Letters writ- 
ten II5I, as against 1265 during the previous 
year. Weekly circulars issued from this de- 
partment during the year were 8225, in addi- 
tion to which there was als6 issued 450 spe- 
cial circulars. 

This department was used by 108 members 
in 1906 and the past year by 110.

BANKRUPTCY DEPARTMENT, 


_ During the past year 369 new cases, includ- 
ing I519 claims, amounting to $173,754.61, 
were opened in this department. 
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23 cases (48 claims), amounting to $3128.12, 
were paid in full. | 

164 cases (591 claims), amounting to $72,- 
300.84, were compromised or settled through 
the bankruptcy court. 

68 cases (192 claims), amounting to $26,- 
398.96, were returned as worthless. 

8 cases (15 claims), amounting to $1379.21, 
were withdrawn. 

Creditors have been paid through this de- 
partment proceeds of $28,278.38. 

“There have been go21 letters written and 
8737 received, also 12,365 circulars sent to 
creditors. 

In addition to the correspondence of this 
department, there have been 527 general let- 
ters received and 1181 written. 

Through the Collection and Bankruptcy 
Departments there has been collected and dis- 
bursed $08,761.73. This does not include 
$58,751.29 paid direct to members. This makes 
a total paid of $157,513.02. The total col- 
lected for members during the year 1906 was 
$127,119.70, which shows that $30,393.32 more 
has been collected this year. 

The books have been audited monthly and 
bills have been passed and paid regularly 
each month. Besides the accountants for the 
board, Deloitte, Plender, Griffiths & Company 
have audited the books to December 1 last, 
and according to the certified report as ren- 
dered by them, they were found correct. 

The year ended with a balance of $7815.64 
in the treasurer’s hands. This amount, less 
the redemption and dinner fund accounts and 
estate receipts undistributed, leaves the 
amount at the disposal of the treasurer 
$4915.68. 

Your executive committee earnestly re- 
quests the hearty co-operation of all the mem- 
bers in increasing the usefulness of the board 
and enlarging its membership, so that the 
year 1908 will make a better showing than any

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ANNUAL MEETING OF THE AMERI- 
CAN PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


THE eighth annual meeting of the American 
Publishers’ Association was held on the after- 
noon of January 8, at 156 Fifth Avenue, 
New York. There were represented twenty- 
eight firms—all but four of the charter 
members being present. The president, 
Frank H. Dodd, in introducing the routine 
business that was brought up for consid- 
eration, made a statement of the work ac- 
complished by the Association during its ex- 
istence—not the least of which has been the 
practical suppression of the ruinous under- 
selling of former years. As a matter of fact, 
during the year just ended only eighteen 
cases of underselling were reported, as against 
forty in 1906—and much the greater number 
of undersellers in 1907 were unknown persons 
in out-of-the-way places. 

A suggestion for affiliation with the Amer- 
ican Publishers’ Copyright League and the 
Periodical Publishers’ Association was re- 
ferred to—a move that seems to be in the 
right direction as a step to the amalgamation 
of all publishing interests in one body. 

As to the legal situation, the Macy firm, 
with a view of having also copyright books 
included in their claims for damages, has ap- 
pcaled to the Appellate Division from Judge 
Dowling’s decision that was based upon the 
decision of the Court of Appeals. The ex- 
perses of maintaining the Association and for 
legal expenses during the seven years of its 
existence amount to upwards of $60,000, a 
considerable portion of which was expended 
in defending the suits brought against the 
Association. 

Messrs. Frank H. Dodd, Frank H. Scott, 
Charles Scribner and W. C. Bobbs, whose 
terms expired, were re-elected as Directors. 

A vote commending C. C. Shoemaker, of 
the Penn Publishing Company, for his untir- 
ing efforts in behalf of booktrade reform was 
presented and passed. 

A meeting of the Board of Directors to 
elect the officers of the Association will be 
a in a few weeks, the date to be announced 
ater. 


THE LONDON TIMES CHANGES 
HANDS. 


THE long-expected has at last happened, 
and the London Times passes from the con- 
trol of the Walter family, (which has owned 
and conducted it for three generations,) and 
becomes one of the properties of C. Arthur 
Pearson. A new company has been formed to 
take charge of its affairs, with Mr. Pearson 
as managing director. Arthur F. Walter, 
president of the old company, becomes chair- 
man of the board of directors of the new 
company, which announces that there will be 
no change in the editorial character of the 
paper, and that its price will also remain un- 
changed. 

For two or three years past rumors have 
been circulated as to an impending change of 
ownership of the Times, which during that 
time has resorted to various expedients to 
keep up its circulation. One of these was 
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its book-club and bookselling scheme, through 
which it became involved in a bitter war with 
the English booktrade and thereby lost heavi- 
ly in prestige and advertising support. Its 
attempt to invade the book publishing and 
bookselling field was significant as evidence 
of its decay rather than of its desire to 
give the English public better and cheaper ser- 
vice in these fields. Had these pretensions been 
based on good faith, The Times might have 
strengthened itself much more effectively had 
it cut the price of The Times in half, and so 
placed itself in a position to compete more 
successfully with the two and the one-cent 
papers of excellent character that have been 
contesting the field with “The Thunderer.” 
Mr. Pearson, who, with his associates has 
purchased The Times, is the principal share- 
holder of C, Arthur Pearson, Limited; The 
Standard Newspapers, Limited; The Daily 
Express, Limited, and several other newspa- 
pers, whose publications are issued in London 
and in the provinces. He is vice-president 
of the Tariff Reform League and was Vice- 
President of the Tariff Reform Commission 
of 1903. He is the son of the Rev. A. Cyril 
Pearson and was born February 24, 1866, at 
Wookey, near Wells, England. He was edu- 
cated at Winchester and afterward studied 
at home two years. His first business connec- 
tion was with Sir George Newnes, the famous 
London publisher. He became manager for 


Sir George and was at the head of his busi- 
ness for four years, at the end of which he 
resigned to enter business for himself. 


He 
established Pearson’s Weekly, and made a 
great success of it. Then he established a 
number of other periodicals. He entered the 
newspaper business in 1900, establishing the 
Daily Express. Later he founded the North 
Mail and Evening Mail in Newcastle-on- 
Tyne. He also published The Gazette and 
Express in Birmingham and The Evening Ex- 
press in the same city. Meanwhile he ac- 
quired the controlling interest in the London 
Standard and in The Evening Standard, 
which he has amalgamated with The Evening 
Gazette. 

The Times was established January 18, 
1785, by John Walter, a bookseller and pub- 
lisher, at Charing Cross, London. It was 
first called The London Daily Universal Reg- 
ister, then The Times and Daily Universal 
Register, and, in 1788, the double title became 
The Times. The founder died in 1812, and 
was succeeded by his son, John A. Walter, 
to whom the management had been trans- 
ferred in 1803. The second Walter greatly 
improved the paper, and introduced many me- 
chanical innovations, among them the steam 
printing press which, when installed, in 1814, 
was considered to be the practical result of the 
greatest improvement connected with print- 
ing since the discovery of the art itself. The 
Times was a leader in the use of typesetting 
machines, in employing the telephone to re- 
ceive the reports from the Houses of Par- 
liament, etc. Furthermore, everything used in 
the production of The Times, except the print- 
ing paper, at one time or another was made 
in its establishment. 

In defending the liberty of the press The 
Times from the very beginning unhesitatingly 


bore its share. Two years after its foundation 
the elder Walter was fined three times, and at 
three different times was imprisoned in New- 
gate and suffered the loss of government pat- 
ronage for his outspoken opinion of the 
Prince of Wales and the Dukes of York and 
Clarence. In journalistic enterprise it was 
always far in advance of its competitors, and 
its influence upon the history of the British 
Empire in the last hundred years has been 
inestimable. It is little wonder, therefore, 
that the journal should have been looked upon 
by Englishmen as an “institution,” and it was 
a matter of deep regret and chagrin that in 
these latter days it should have resorted to 
such cheap tricks to keep itself afloat. It is to 
be hoped that with the change of management 
the book business annex will be forced to 
shift for itself on its own merits. 


THE BOBBS-MERRILL COMPANY RE- 
ORGANIZING. 


THE Bozsps-Merritt Company, of Indian- 
apolis, are reorganizing with one hundred 
thousand ($100,000) dollars additional capital, 
which they report is all subscribed, pending 
the extension which is now being requested 
from the creditors. A fuller statement will 
be made next week.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


ProFEssorR CHARLES AuGusTtus YoUNG, 2 
well-known astronomer, died on January 4 in 
Hanover, N. H., where he was born on De- 
cember 15, 1834. Among the books written 
by him are: “The Sun” (in the Jnternational 
Scientific Series), “A General Astronomy,” 
“Elements of Astronomy,” “Lessons in 
Astronomy,” “Manual of Astronomy,” and 
“Uranography.” 


Dr. NicHoLas SENN, one of the most widely 
known surgeons in the United States, died 
in Chicago, January 2. Dr. Senn was born 
in Buchs, Canton of St. Gall, Switzerland, on 
October 31, 1844, and came to this country 
in 1853. While practicing at the Milwaukee 
Hospital he astonished the medical world by 
his successful treatment of bullet wounds 
where the intestines were penetrated. During 
the Spanish-American War he was chief sur- 
geon of the Sixth Army Corps and chief of 
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the operating staff of the army in the field. 
The National Association of Medical Sur- 
geons, of which he was the first President, 
was founded by him.

BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 


Oscar WEGELIN, 29 West Forty-second 
Street, New York City, has completed his 
work on the bibliography of the early poetry 
of North America by the publication of a 
volume entitled “Early American Poetry, 
1800-1820, with an appendix containing the 
titles of volumes and broadsides issued dur- 
ing the severteenth and eighteenth centuries, 
which were omitted in the volume containing 
the years 1650-1799.” Mr. Wegelin has wise- 
ly drawn the line at 1820, though much inter- 
esting material was published in the following 
two decades, because, in the first place, “the 
lateness of the period really bars it from being 
classed as ‘early’,” and because in the second 
place so many titles occur in the period cov- 
ered by the years 1821-1840 that a bulky vol- 
ume would be the result and little of interest 
from an antiquarian standpoint would be 
gained from the labor of unearthing them. 
The present volume is of interest and im- 
portance as it not only brings to light the 
names of some of the better-known among 
the versifiers of the first quarter of the 
nineteenth century, and because it covers 
two most important events in the early his- 
tory of our country, the Embargo and the 
War of 1812, the first of which event intro- 
duced to American letters a poet of no less 
note than William Cullen Bryant. Mr. Wege- 
lin’s work is well done and deserves liberal 
encouragement. Although the average collec- 
tor does not include American poetry in his 
itinerary, Mr. Wegelin “firmly believes that 
this important branch of American literature 
will not be much longer neglected.” When 
that period arrives and the demand for early 
American poetry increases the collector will 
find that Mr. Wegelin has laid him under 
a heavy debt through his unselfish labors in 
this now comparatively neglected field. (82 p.
